Contrasting with this is the fact there is the con­ 
stant crossing of strains in marriages 
There is not 
only a new life in every child but a life which is dif­ 
ferent from any of those behind it.U nder natures 
law the rule is towards a general average. So in the 
case of the child, the life span would not be de- 
term ined by the shortest life before it, or the longest.

COAL COMING BACK. 
There is now strong probability tha t the coal in ­ 
dustry will be rehabilitated in the not distant iuture, 
but on an entirely different basis than that which it 
has in the past occupied. Transform ed into gas at the 
m ines it will be piped through welded conductors 
under high pressure to distant consumers, bui this is 
not the only revolutionary change that is to take 
place. 
At a luncheon in New York City next Saturday Dr 
Friedrich Berglus of Heidelberg will describe his ex­ 
perim ents in coal liquefaction, which have been ear­ 
ned on since 1912. except during the war, and which 
have resulted in tbe pertection of processes for m anu­ 
facturing on a commercial scale light and heavy fuel 
oils, lubricating oil. benzine and phenol compounds 
and ammonia, from waste coal dust or low- grade 
coal. It is stated that the process has passed beyond 
the experimental stage and i.s likely to become an 
im portant factor in the world wide struggle for new 
sources of motor fuel. 
Tlie synthetic gasoline m anufactured by the Bergius 
process is now being sold in Berlin by one of the 
greatest chemical firms m Germany, and strong or­ 
ganizations have been perfected in other countries to 
use the processes. 
Those are not extremely complicated, the ground 
coal being mixed with heavy oil, placed in a light 
retort and heated to about 803 degrees Fahrenheit 
under a pressure of about 3.000 pounds to the square 
inch. Dr Bergius says that a ton of common bitum i­ 
nous coal will yield 300 pounds of gasoline. 400 pounds 
of heavier oils, suitable for Dlcs?l internal combustion 
engines. 120 pounds of lubricating oils and 160 pounds 
of fuel oils 
As a rule about forty gallons of —rrket- 
able gasoline can be expected from a ton of soft 
coal. 
Among trie products there Is also a quantity 
of carbolic acid, a familiar antisept.c. 
For years there have been too many coal mines and 
too many miners, the result being immense economic 
loss. If. however, the people are to stop buying coal 
wh! h must be handled three or four times before it 
re ac hes the furnace, and instead thereof purchasf 
gas. which has been handled but once; and if the 
cheaper grades of coal are to be transform ed into 
fuel for all sorts of internal combustion engines, wit’ 
n um ero us 
valuable by-products, coal may aga’n b« 
rr me king. And the restoration of royalty appears tc 
be near. 


Invariably present between the authorities engaged 
by either side is most suspicious.

"not be to espouse the cause of either prosecution or 
defense but to furnish disinterested authentic infor­ 
m ation In such form that it can be understood by 
Judge and jury. 
The present situation can be rem e­ 
died easily if we will have the expert paid by the 
court and thus freed from obligation to either side. 
In connection with the trial of the two Oglethorpe 
college students who are alleged to have robbed and 
killed for the “thrill.” present indications are that 
medical testimony by experts will play an im portant 
part. The result may be another wave of indignation 
against the present status of this sort of testimony. 
Before getting indignant this time, however, it m ight 
be well to decide just what we re going to do about 
the situation.

lics. 
The letter apparently was not sent 
to the other 460 churches of the 
diocese where reservation is not 
practiced. 
Opponents of the bishop said to- 
dav That his action will intensify 
trouble which Is already serious 
enough.

1925. on the complaint 
of the Countess De Salverte, who, 
it, w’as stated, gave the prince 500,- 
000 francs worth of J ewels to be 
pledged to provide her with funds 
for operations on the bourse It was 
lestifled tha t the prince took the 
iewels 
to London, 
pledged 
them 
there and sold the pawn tickets. 
Princess Murat arrived in Amer­ 
ica in December 1925. 
In March. 
1926. she became a gown saleswoman 
in a Fifth avenue store in New 
York. She inherited a fortune from 
her grandfather. Alex ander M cDon­ 
ald of Cincinnati. 
Prince Murat in December. 1926. 
was again sentenced to prison when 
he was found gulltv of aiding to 
defraud the shareholders of a com ­ 
pany of which he was president.

a democrat, over a popular and able republican can­ 
didate for the seat In the upper branch of congress. 
In Nevada. Key Pittman, a prominent member of the 
United States senate, survived the sweep, and in 
Washington1, Senator Dill, breasted a wave of more 
than 73.000 votes to gain re-election. 
In Nebraska there were single Instances of this 
character, the moat notable of which was the victory 
scored by Congressman John H. Morehead in the 
First district. In no section of the state was the senti­ 
ment more strongly for Mr Hoover than in the First 
and yet in Lancaster county alone, after giving the 
republican presidential standard-bearer a majority of 
more than 20.000 votes, thousnads of the same voter* 
crossed party lines to eat up all but 3.300 of it. 
The South furnished a notable example of Inde­ 
pendent voting. 
Texas, clinging to IU traditional 
democracy on state and congressional contests, gave 
it* vote to Mr Hoover.

It should give 
them new heart to plunge into their duties with fresh 
enthusiasm and zeal. Their constituency has shown 
a confidence and trust in them which has never been 
rivalled in any political contest. 


THE PRICE GF SUPREMACY. 
In football as well as in all other activities, the 
path to supremacy is a thorny one. 
When the Cornhuskers inaugurated their season 
against Ames, the Iowans were keyed up with the 
thought that if they could beat Nebraska it would give 
them a place In the sun. Then Missouri came to 
Lincoln, "and the Tigers had but one idea—if they 
could clear the Nebraska hurdle, the remainder would 
be easy 
A week later the Cornhusker moved to 
Lawrence and encountered a Kansas squad which 
was obsessed with but one plan. They were fighting 
desperately to upset the dope and take the Huskers 
Into camp. Again Nebraska meets the same competi­ 
tion against the Oklahoma Sooners at Norman. Coach 
Lindsay s team bumped into an unexpected defeat at 
Ames last Saturday but during the last week the 
southerners have been whipped aking on the sole 
thought of beating the Huskers. 
It speaks volumes for the strength and power of 
the Nebraska squad that week after week it has been 
able to encounter this spirit and conquer it. 
Only the lion-hearted can contemplate the task 
which confronts Nebraska during the remainder of 
the playing season. 
The long, wearisome trip to 
Newman and tuck again must be brushed aside in 
preparation for the P itt eleven Which Invades Lin­ 
coln on November 17. In Pitt, Nebraska meets a 
team which has found Itself these last two weeks and 
ranks as one of the most dangerous in American 
football. Then the Cornhuskers have three days to 
recover from their bruises and their aches before 
taking a train fog New York City to play the great 
Army eleven on the following Saturday. They will 
have but two days of rest and preparation to get 
ready for the Kansas Aggies, who clote the season in 
Lincoln on Thanksgiving day. 


COAL COMING BACK. 
There is now strong probability that the coal in­ 
dustry will be rehabilitated in the not distant future, 
but on an entirely different basis than that which it 
has in the past occupied. Transformed into gas at the 
mines it will be piped through welded conductors 
under high pressure to distant consumers, but this is 
not the only revolutionary change that is to take 
place 
At a luncheon in New York City next Saturday Dr 
Friedrich Berglus of Heidelberg will describe hts ex- 
per-ments in coal liquefaction, which have been car­ 
ried on since 1912, except during the war, and which 
have resulted in the*perlect!on of processes for manu­ 
facturing on a commercial scale light and heavy fuel 
oils, lubricating oil. benzine and phenol compounds 
and ammonia, from waste coal dust or low grade 
coal. It is stated that the process has passed beyond 
the experimental stage end is likely to become an 
important factor in the world wide struggle for new 
sources of motor fuel. 
Tile synthetic gasoline manufactured by the Bergius 
process is now being sold in Berlin by one of the 
greatest chemical firms in Germany, and strong or- J 
garuzations have been perfected in other countries to 
use the processes 
These are not extremely complicated, the ground 
coal being mixed with heavy OU, placed in a light j 
retort and heated to about SOD degrees Fahrenheit 
under a pressure of about 3.000 pounds to the square 
inch. Dr Bergius says that a ton of common bitumi­ 
nous coal will yield 300 pounds of gasoline, 400 pounds 
of heavier oils, suitable for Diesel internal combustion J 
engines, 120 pounds of lubricating oils and 160 pounds 
of fuel oils As a rule about forty gallons of —rrket- j 
able gasoline can be expected from a ton of soft 
coal 
Among the products there is also a quantity 
of carbolic acid, a familiar antiseptic. 
For years there have been too many coal mines and 
too many miners, the result being immense economic 
loss If. however, the people are to stop buying coal 
whl h must be handled three or four times before ii 
reaches the furnace, and instead thereof purchase 
gas which has been handled but once; and if the t 
cheaper grades of coal are to be transformed into 
fuel for all sorts of internal combustion engines. Witt I 
numerous valuable by-products, coal may again to 
cc me king. And the restoration of royalty appears U j 
be near.

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 
Despite persistent agitation over a period of years 
the status of expert court testimony remains un­ 
changed the New York Medical Week recently point­ 
ed out. 
The testimony of the “expert" has been In disrepute 
for some time but It continues to be employed. While 
there are cases where honest difference of scientific 
opinion may exist, the sharp division that to almost 
invariably present between the authorities engaged 
by either side to most suspicious. 
Testimony Is needed on technical questions in many 
trials. 
The function of the expert, however, should 
"not be to espouse the cause of either prosecution or 
defense but to furnish disinterested authentic infor­ 
mation in such form that It can be understood by 
Judge and jury. The present situation can be reme­ 
died easily if we will have the expert paid by the 
court and thus freed from obligation to either side. 
In connection with the trial of the two Oglethorpe 
college students who ire alleg e to have robbed and 
lied for the "thrill," present indications are that 
medical testimony by experts will play an important 
part. The result may be another wave of indignation 
against the present status of this sort of testimony. 
Before getting indignant this time, however, it might 
be well to decide Just what we’re going to do about 
the situation.

t servances followed by Anglo Catho­ 
licsThe letter apparently was not sent 
s to the other 460 churches of the 
diocese where reservation is not 
practiced.
